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The Error Birthday Woods of George Fraser by John Regitko, CAWMC Member #265 


Family members and a group of friends of - 7 a a a ee 
George Fraser were invited to attend a a. _m~m agree ee 
Surprise reception on Saturday, May 26, 
2001 to celebrate his 90th birthday. 





My wife (Monina) and | presented him 
with 100 woods which were passed out to 
everyone at the gathering and to others 
that were not in attendance. Norm 
Belsten manufactured 150 pieces, of 
which 50 were retained by me for passing 
out to members of the Southern Ontario 
Chapter of CAWMC and others. 


George was heavily involved with the 
hobby. He was bourse chairman at the 
ONA Convention in 1982 in Toronto and 
display judge in 1983 in Peterborough, 
also for the ONA. As well, he has served as bourse chairman for the CNA Convention in 1984. He was also a member of the Executive of 
CPMS and treasurer of the North York Coin Club in the 1970s. 


He received recognition from the CPMS for his outstanding dedication and service in 1983 in the form of a plaque that hung on the wall 
of his suite at the nursing home up to his passing, alongside a number of TICF Exhibit awards from the 1980s (including a “Best of 
Show” award plaque dated November, 1988). Another plaque, dated December 12, 1985, was received in recognition of his length of 
service in the North York Coin Club. His wall was also filled with certificates of appreciation, including a number when he served on the 
CNA’s Coin Week Committee in the 1980s. He was honored with the prestigious “Fellow of the ONA” Award in 1994. 


George also served as bourse chairman for the Toronto International Coin Fair in the 1980s, then Canada’s largest coin show, when it 
was owned/operated by me. He even received a Strip-O-Gram, tastefully delivered at a TICF Reception, when he retired as its bourse 
chairman. He attended meetings of the North York Coin Club even after he turned 97. 


There is only one thing wrong with the woods that Monina and | had made up: it has the date of May 26 on it, the day of the reception. 
George’s actual date of birth was May 24. | was not aware of this until the woods had been handed out. 


This mistake was actually copied on a wood made for his 95th birthday by his daughter, except the “6” was crossed out and a “4” hand- 
written beside it before any were handed out.

Most restaurants run paper or mobile 
coupons, but the Oinkster in Eagle Rock (California) commissioned 2ndWnd for a series of wooden 
bburger nickels. The re-usuable burger nickels entitle the bearer to a 50% discount on a regularly 
priced burger at Oinkster. Oinkster bills itself as ‘slow fast food’, with menu items that include a 
barbequed pulled pork sandwich, house-cured pastrami, and 1/3-pound hamburgers and 
cheeseburgers. 


Who says a great meal needs to be a formal affair, the Oinkster, a fast-casual concept from acclaimed 
fine-dining Chef / Owner Andre Guerrero, invites diners to kick back and enjoy high-quality American 
classics in a relaxed, modern and fun environment. Occupying the former site of Jim’s Burgers on Eagle Rock’s newly hip Colorado 
Boulevard, the Oinkster aims to be Los Angeles’ antidote to both, expensive gourmet meals and their cheap fast food counterparts. On 
the restaurant’s $10-and-under menu that skips high prices in favour of better flavours, quality will be paramount. Premium 
sandwiches made with house-cured pastrami or ‘sloooow-roasted’ pork compete for diners’ attention with juicy burgers made from 
freshly-ground Nebraska Angus beef, first-rate rotisserie-roasted chicken and crispy Belgian fries.

Matthew Sztym handed out a few of 
the above wooden nickels at the 2008 
CNA Convention in Ottawa.

The Cents of Humor issue was made 
by a Texas wooden money 
manufacturer. Matthew won 100 
pieces in one of their promotional 
contests. A U.S. 5-cent coin design is 
printed on one side by the 
manufacturer, as illustrated at right. 





However, the true issue has a 2008 Canadian 5-cent super-glued over the early U.S. 5-cent coin design by Matthew, to commemorate 
the Royal Canadian Mint’s 100th anniversary. 


Matthew’s first issue was just for advertising when he first started selling at flea markets. “It was an easy way for people to remember 
me,” he told me. 


At age 14, Matthew purchased a pop machine that he set up in a shop. Next, he purchased a candy bar machine 
that he set up beside the pop machine. Combined, these machines were generating an income of around $5,000 
a year, a pretty amazing amount of money for a 14 year old. He set up at flea markets, antique shows and coin 
shows. By the age of 17, he renamed his business Rocky Mountain Coin & Antiques. When he was 19, he was 
offered jobs in the Alberta Legislature, putting his ambition to be a full-time antique dealer on hold.
